CUBAN MEMORIAL

EATH is never very far away from 
love. The Cubans who died under 
the fire of Communist planes and tanks, 
in a gallant but doomed effort to free 
their land from tyranny. died because 
they loved their land But they found 
that love was not enough. Love is never 
enough when pitted ageinst death if an 
unequal struggle. Love must be armed 
with arms, but it must also be armed 
with a sustaining idea. 
The best memoria) to the Cuban dead 
I mean the dead on both sides, since 
many of Castro's dead also loved the 
land they fought for--is to make a free 
Cube possible before their memory is 
faded from men's minds 
The best memorial also is to make the 
American hemisphere free for the diffi- 
cult experiments in achieving social 
plenty under freedom. But this cannot 
be done if we add to freedom's burdens 
the extra burden of having to fight 
Communist conspiracies engineered in 
every Latin American land from a Cuban 
Communist base.

Lotterv Bonds Show Highest Yield

SRAEL is blessed with 

many Lottery or Premium 
Bonds. These. usually iweued 
»y Government er public in- 
stitutions are intended te 
enabie small investors to lend 
wWiew money. 

These iottery or premium 
2vonds pay either no interest 
at all or low interest ‘the 
bearer bonds of the Manda- 
tory Government afe a case 
in point) but prize drawings 
are heid once or twice yearly 
sometimes disbursing appre- 
ciable sums. 

Financial analysts have 
found a very easy way to 
cetermine the yieid on lottery 
bends. It is simply assumed 
that the buyer buys all the 
ovtstanding bonds and cdén- 
sequentiy receives all the 
prises. The total amount of 
prises to be received ig com- 
puted on an annual compound 
interest basis (with the help of 
tables, of course) and com 
pared with the total purchase 
price of all the bonds.
